Hamlin area cotton produ cers were 
g etting ready to cooperate in cou nty - 
wide campaig n to sav e cotton from 
insects that threaten sev ere damag e 
within the nex t few weeks, it wa 
reported to The Herald this week oy 
L. E. EHwood, chairman of the Tex a 
Cotton Produ ction Committee. 
The 
campaig n is part of a state mov ement 
to org anized in many Tex as cotton 
g rowing cou nties, and offers one of 
the best opportu nities for prev enting 
the annu al loss of one-sev enth of the 
crop to pests, say s Ellwood. 


As the cotton crop g rows in Jones 
Cou nty the dang er g rows. 
Heav y in­ 
festation has been reported in some 
Sou th Tex as cou nties, and fear is ex ­ 
pressed that the insects will mov e 
northward. 
“ Org anized prog rams, su ch as those 
many cou nty ag ents hav e u nderway , 
add to the effectiv eness of insect 
control on each indiv idu al farm and 
to the total v alu e of control efforts,” 
the committee points ou t. 
“ Prompt 
action is essential, howev er, as su p­ 
plies of insecticides are limited, and 
the dang er from insects increases 
daily . 
In 19 45, cotton insects are esti­ 
mated by au thorities to hav e destroy ­ 
ed 538 ,000 bales of line cotton and 
219 ,000 tons of cottonseed, in Tex as 
alone. 
In addition to financial loss 
to g rowers, this fepresented heav y 
losses of cottonseed oil, cottonseed 
feed produ cts and other scarce and 
needed prou cts of the cotton plant. 


The committee u rg ed that cotton 
farmers, g inners, bu siness men and 
others in each cotton commu nity co­ 
operate with their cou nty ag ricu l­ 
tu ral ag ent in cou nty -wide control 
measu res ag ainst boll weev ils and 
other pests.

Most people were concerned ov er 
the possibility of increased prices in 
cost-of-lov ing commodities, althou g h 
no immediate reflections of su ch in­ 
creases were apparent in local stores. 
Reports from ov er the nation, as 
contained in the daily press and by 
radio rang ed from 
mild concern to 
g lee ov er knowledg e that the nation 
wou ld be wdthcu t any OPA after Su n­ 
day , w’hen the OPA reg u lations that 
hav e persisted for sev eral y ears ex ­ 
pired. 
No w’here wa s there a ny buy ing 
ru sh 


reports stated. 
Department stores, 
markets and other bu sinesses report­ 
ed normal v olu me— some ev en lower 
than u su al. 
Satu rday bu siness in Hamlin was 
abou t as u su al, local merchants re­ 
ported. 
In fact, crowds of farmers 
and stockmen of the area were prob­ 
ably a little smaller than u su al be­ 
cau se the farming weather wras g ood 
and produ cers were bu sy in their 
fields. 
Merchants said the comments from 
cu stomers were v ery few and that 
those showed little interest in the 
fate of the OPA. 
Reports from the nation indicated 
that there were sig ns that hoarded 
stocks of mea ts, clo thing a nd 
lu mber 
wou ld come o ut o f hiding in the big 
wholesale centers. 
Business men felt 


that prices wou ld g o u p for a time 
bu t wou ld come back to moderate 
lev els as soon as su pply and demand 
were adju sted. 
Clothing dealers ex pected imme­ 
diate filling of their back orders by 
the manu factu rers at somewhat hig h­ 
er prices than wou ld hav e been ex ­ 
pected prev iou sly .

Markets were being told by pack­ 
ing hou ses that u nlimited orders can 
be filled. 
Lumber dealers were the most ou t­ 
spoken in their hopes tha t the OPA is 
really thro ug h. They sa id the lu m­ 
ber industry wo uld be a lo t better o ff 
witho ut Hie OPA.

INSECTS TAKE ONE-SEVENTH OF COTTON 


Local and state agricultural workers and entomologists point to the 
prospect of heav y infestation of the cotton crop by insects of v arious kinds 
this y ear. 
Warnings of preparedness to combat the insects hav e been 
issued to cotton raisers to keep alert to progress of infestation. 
Statistics rev ealed that last y ear about one-sev enth of the total cotton 
crop in Tex as was destroy ed by boll worms, bool weev ils and other pests. 
This is a terrible penalty the cotton farmer must pay for the priv ilege of 
growing and harv esting his crop. 
We daresay that if the av erage farmer lost one-sev enth of his calf 
crop or one-sev enth of his sheep, he would do something drastic to curb 
the loss. 
We in this territory has come to ex pect to giv e up a good share 
of our crop to insects, and are doing little about it. 
With cotton and cottonseed bringing all-time highs in price, it is econ­ 
omy to spend a tidy sum to combat the insects that will take many times 
the cost of counter measures. 


HAMLIN SCHOOLS WANT TO HELP AREA 


R.-cent mov es to consolidate area schools with the Hamlin sy stem 
of education has been one to raise the standards of the smaller schools of 
the territory , and to offer the pupils of those other sections better facili­ 
ties than were offered them in the smaller districts. 
Hamlin schools hav e had practically nothing to gain in the mergers. 
In fact, the increased enrollments will put added burdens of responsibility 
on the officials and teachers of the Hamlin sy stem. 
To be sure, ev ery 
consolidation mov ement has come about by a petition being signed by a 
group of school patrons and parents in the smaller district presented to 
the Commissioners Court urging calling of such election. 
A Herald representativ e ov erheard a statement by a Hamlin citizen 
the other day inferring that the Hamlin schools were endeav oring to 
“ gobble up” the smaller schools of the region. 
Facts lend no substantiation 
to such a statement. 
Hamlin wants to be a good neighbor to the surrounding territory . 
If 
our school facilities can be ex panded to offer the smaller schools hereabouts 
better equipper schools with more adv antages, thn the communities really 
are the great benficiaries. 


LESSON IN DISTRIBUTION CAN BE TAUGHT 


Sale of surplus war property is a sad lesson in distribution that the 
nation will long remember. 
Politics, misrpanagement, cumbersome rules 
and general confusion hav e nearly blocked the sale of billions of dollars 
worth of material which the country desperately needs. 
Ev ery thing from 
blankets to tractors is rotting away in supply dumps, in spite of the fact 
that ev ery one wants it mov ed quickly , including the officials in charge of 
the surplus disposal program. 
The lesson is that an efficient retail distribution sy stem cannot be set 
up ov ernight. 
Moreov er, it cannot be set up at all if it is burdened with 
red tape. 
The gov ernm ent coudd probably learn a few things from the 
retail distribution industry . 
This industry has been working for y ears to 
dev elop the most efficient methods of mov ing goods from producer to con­ 
sumer. 
Of course, unlike the gov ernment, priv ate distributors are com­ 
pelled to seek efficiency or sacrifice a slim margin of profit. 
Some of the 
larger chains hav e dev eloped distribution to such a fine art that they are 
able to opiate on profit margins of less than one per cent of sales. 
They 
<io it because they hav e learned to handle mountainous v olum es of goods 
with a minimum of waste motion. 
And they try to hav e what consumers 
want at the right place and at the right time. 
The job of distributors is doubly difficult at the present time, partly 
because they must fight an uphill battle to conv ince gov ernm ent regula­ 
tors such as the OPA that ex cessiv e red tape and unncessary rules are 
anathema to efficient distribution, u fact that has nearly wrecked the gov ­ 
ernm ent’s distribution of surplus property .

One of the great killers of y ou ng 
pou ltry is fowl leu kosis, commonly 
called range paraly sis. 
Thu s far no 
better method has been d iscov ered 
for av oid ing this d read ed d isease than 
by segregating the y ou ng flock from 
old bird s, and keeping them on com­ 
pletely clean 
range. 
Clean range 
helps eliminate other d iseases as well, 
bu t its importance in prev enting leu ­ 
kosis is particu larly notewo: tny . 


Grou nd s u sed by a flo^k a y ear 
agt may be a sou rce of tu bercu losis, 
cholera, worms and any on° of nu m­ 
erou s other d iseases. 
Once contami­ 
nated , range is not consid ered to be 
completely free of the infecting or­ 
ganisms for two or three y ears. After 
that length of time the su n, wind and 
rain will hav e sterilized the soil, and 
it shou ld be safe again to u se the 
land as range. 
Owners 
o f comparativ ely small 
flo cks can easily iso late their y o ung 
birds fro m the o lder sto ck by 
fencing 
o ff the area in which the range is to 
be lo cated.

areas frequented by adult birds. Fail­ 
ure to take this precautio n may nuuli- 
fy all prev io us effo rts to prev ent the 
spread o f disease amo ng the chieks. 
Best results in prev enting disease 
by iso latio n are o btained when the 
chicks are no t allo wed to co me into 
co ntact with the hens fo r the full fiv e 
o r six mo nths rang e perio d. 
If this 
is no t po ssible, maintain the seg re­ 
g atio n fo r the v ery lo ng est time co n­ 
ditio ns will permit. 
Other thing s be­ 
ing equal, y o ur flo ck mo rality will be 
lo w eno ug h to reward y o u fo r y o ur 
patience and care.

A hen consu mes abou t fiv e pou nds 
of fed per month ev en thou g h she is 
not lay ing , so fu rther redu ction of 
lay ing flock s is being sou g ht by the 
g ov ernment in v iew of cu rrent feed 
shortag e. 
For the nation as a whole, 
the redu ction sou g ht is one of ev ery 
sev en hens.
